St. Petersburg, June 22.—Tho public, 
which has no idea that negotiations 
for an armistice arc on foot, believes 
that a great battle 
in Manchuria is 
now beginning and official dispatches 
from both sides bear out the idea that 
the Japanese have commenced their 
main advance, though 
as yet there 
have been no hea\y collisions. 
The Japanese, following the cheek­ 
ing of the movement to the west, are 
now pushing forward in force along 
the railway and 
Mandarin and Mai- 
nalka roads, their front now' stretch­ 
ing from Slnglungchuan, fifteen miles 
north of Changtufu, and oast through 
Shuanmlaotzu station to Yaona pass 
on the Mandarin road. 
The Russians retired their advance 
posts without serious resistance and 
are evidently 
retiring to their 
first 
line of entrenchments, 
which is be­ 
lieved to cross the railroad at Sipin- 
ghai, fourteen miles 
furl :?r north. 
They have a number of other fortified 
positions before reaching their ulti­ 
mate line of defense at Kirin and at 
Changchunfu, eighty miles in the rear. 
lieutenant General Linevitch evi­ 
dently has imposed

Russian Poland, June 
22.— 
Eighteen persons were killed and IOO 
wounded at night by volleys fired by 
dragoons and Cossacks on a proces­ 
sion of 50,000 
workmen which had 
been 
organized as a 
demonstration 
against the government. 
The demonstration had been quiet­ 
ly arranged. 
At 
8 o'clock, the workmen, 
50,000 
strong, 
with 30 red 
flags, 
marched 
through Piotrokowska 
street, shout­ 
ing “down 
with 
despotism.”

Washington, 
June 
22.—President 
Roosevelt has taken 
occasion to ex­ 
press himself in most positive terms 
complimentary of the 
integrity and 
ability of Paul Morton, formerly vice 
president of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railway company, and now 
completing his duties as secretary of 
the navy, that he may accept the du­ 
ties of chairman of the board of direc­ 
tors of the New \rork Equitable Life 
Assurance society. 
These expressions 
are contained in two letters, one ad­ 
dressed to the attorney general and 
the other to Mr. Morton. 
The letters 
were made public Wednesday by the 
administration, together with a num­ 
ber of others, which taken together, 
show the precise point of difference 
between 
the department 
of justice 
and Messrs. Harmon and Judson, who 
recently resigned as special counsel 
for tho government in the rebate case 
Involving the Santa Fe road and the 
Colorado Fuel and Tron company. 
The special counsel wished to bring 
contempt proceedings against the offi­ 
cials of the road which would have in­ 
cluded Mr. Morton. 
Their position was that the testi­ 
mony adduced before the interstate 
commerce commission established a 
violation of the court order March 25, 
1902, restraining the company from en­ 
tering into any agreement to transport 
interstate commerce at rates less than 
the published tariif of the road. This 
testimony, they contended, constituted 
a prima facie case against the officers 
of the road and the only way to ascer­ 
tain 
their guilt 
or innocence 
was 
through contempt proceedings. 
Attorney 
General Moody 
opposed 
bringing the contempt proceedings on 
the ground that 
while the evidence 
before the commission might show a 
violation of the Injunction by the road 
It contained nothing connecting any 
officer of the company with such vio­ 
lation. 
President Roosevelt took the 
same view. 
Both the president and 
he attorney general agreed that con­ 
tempt proceedings should be institut­ 
ed impersonally against the corpora­ 
tion, in both the Colorado Fuel and 
International Harvester case. The lat­ 
ter case, the president says, stands ex­ 
actly 
on the 
same footing 
and in­ 
volved 
practically all the 
W estern 
roads.

It is described in 
the title as a “preliminary report” and 
It sharply criticises the management of 
the society as well as the new trust 
arrangement 
for 
voting the 
stock 
agreed upon by Thomas F. Ryan and 
three trustees designated by him. 
In 
conclusion Superintendent Hendricks 
says: 
“No superficial 
measures will cor­ 
rect the existing evils In this society. 
A cancer cannot be cured by treating 
the symptoms. 
Complete mutualiza­ 
tion with the elimination of the stock 
to be paid for at 
a price only com­ 
mensurate with its dividends, is, in my 
opinion, tile only sure measure of re­ 
lief. 
“This report, with a copy of the evi­ 
dence taken on this investigation will 
be transmitted to the- 
attorney gen­ 
eral for such action thereon as he may 
deem proper.” 


Arraigns Alexander and Hyde. 
James VV. Alexander, president, and 
James H. Hyde, first vice president, 
respectively, whose resignations were 
accepted Tuesday by Chairman Mor­ 
ton, are severely arraigned in the re­ 
port. Gage 
E. Tarbell, second 
vice 
president, 
is exonerated, 
Mr. Hen­ 
dricks finding that, no substantial evi­ 
dence 
appears 
in support 
of 
the 
charges against him. 
Mr. Hendricks 
says It is an open 
question whether 
President Alexander and the other of­ 
ficers and directors who participated 
with him in the transactions of “James 
H. Hyde and associates,” are not dis­ 
qualified under Section 
36 of the in­ 
surance law from hereafter holding 
any office in a life Insurance company. 
The report characterizes these trans­ 
actions 
as notorious. 
Mr. 
TRrbell’s 
name is not in the list of participants 
in 
these transactions. 
The 
policy­ 
holders, however, the report sets forth, 
are under great obligations to Mr. Al­ 
exander and the other executive offi­ 
cers for demanding the mutualization 
of the society and the retirement of 
Mr. Hyde from its control. 
A surprising feature of the present­ 
ment is that it sharply criticises the 
acts of the late Henry 13. Hyde, found­ 
er of the society. 
Mr. Hendricks says that while tho 
society was elevated under the direc­ 
tion of Mr. IL B. Hyde and grew iii 
public confidence, still the founder of 
the society did not, neglect his own 
interests or those of his immediate 
associates.
